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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Amendment received on September 17, 2004 has been acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-3, and 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Salvo et al. (6,341,271) 

Salvo discloses a method and system of managing consumer goods (via an 
inventory management) used in an analyzer (via an indicator that includes a volume 
analyzer) with the steps of: monitoring consumption status of consumer goods 
consumed by an analyzer and receiving the information on consumption status (via an 
indicator for monitoring and reporting the level of current inventory), analyzing the 
consumption status of consumer goods used in an analyzer (via control unit 114) 
according to consumer goods supplier and according to consumer goods that the 
consumer goods suppliers deal in (via a vendor-managed inventor system), and 
transmitting the analyzed consumer goods consumption status or supply management 
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information based on the consumer goods consumption status to a management unit or 
consumer goods suppliers' supply management units (col. 7, lines 39-54). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 4-8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Salvo et al. 

Although Salvo recites maintaining associated inventory costs, such as, billing 
costs, at a minimum, Salvo does not explicitly disclose requesting payment from an 
analyzer administrator, consumer goods suppliers or a consumer goods vendor for use 
of the information being monitored. However, It is would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have including the means 
for requesting payment in order to consummate or fulfill any purchase transaction. 

As per claims 4-8, Salvo discloses all the structural elements of the claimed 
invention except for managing reagent used. However, it would have been an obvious 
matter in the art to modify the managing of consumer goods as taught by Salvo et al. 
since such a modification would have involved a mere change in the type of goods or 
component being analyzed. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-12 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Kudoh et al. discloses the method of managing and ordering supplies based on 
sensing depletion of items. 

McGrady et al. discloses the method of monitoring items an indicate inventory 
status information. 

Greves et al. discloses an inventory management system that monitors the 
quantity of supplies in a storage facility.
